In 1853 Gov, Steven's survey party land- 
ed at Fort Benton, and Munroe acted as guide 
and interpreter as far as Walla-Walla, from 
which point he returned to the Kootenais. 
About ten years ago Munro returned to the 
Blackfcot reservation, and later took up his 
residencé on Two Medicine Creek, about 20 
miles east of the main range of the Rockies.”

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SCHOOL ELECTION. 


The annual meeting of Kdmonton public 
school district was held In the town hall on 
Saturday forenoon last. Only a small number 
of ratepayers were present. 

The teacher,’ showed that the 

Senior departanent had been kept open 2084 
days, the average daily attendance for the year 
was 17:7, total number of children atteading 
that department 46, the number of children 
attending 100 days in the year was 18 and the 
number attending 160 days was 6. The fourth 
class contained 23 pupils and the 5th class 21 
pupils. Inthe 6th class the subjects tieught 
were arithmetic, algebra, geomeie:y and Can- 
adian and British history. 

The intermediate department was open 209 
diys. Total numb-r of childre attending this 
department 59, average daily attendance 
throughout year 26.31. ‘Number attending 100 
days 22, number attending 160 days 7. 
Branches t .ught: in 4 spelling aid dicta- 
tion, composition, writing, arithmetic, ethics, 
drill and calisthenics, grammar, geography, 
Canadian history, object lessons, drawing. 
Inspector's report— 8 tisf: ctory. 

The junior department was open 202 days in 
the year, total number of children attending 75, 
average daily attendance, 27.401, attending 100 
days 16, attending 160 days 4. Branches 
taught, reading, arithmetic, writing, graumar 
geography, composition, singing, object lessons, 
drawing, scripture lessons. Inspector’s repors 
noted P easing advance by pupils discipline and 
general tone very satisfactory. 

The secretary’s report showed that the trus- 
tees for the year had been John A. McDougall, 
chairman, M. McCauley and John Cameron. 
There had }een no vacancies. The board had 
re-engaged Misses Osborne and Dulmage as 
assistant teachers and engaged A. M. Campbell 
as principal for 1893. The amount of assessable 
peopensy was $564,481. No appeals had been 
made against the decisions of the court of revi- 
sion. The school buildings and sites are valued 
at $5,547.80. Furniture and library, at $572.06.

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DELAYED REPORT. 


The following report of the proceedings of 
the Northwest assembly was delayed unaccount- 
ably in the mail : 

Reaina, December 16th. 

Lineham introduced a bill to give further 
powers to the town of Calgary. 

McKay moved for papers relating to the 
action taken or contemplated by the Dominion 
government regarding a resolution passed by 
the assembly in 1892, asking that scrip be 
granted the Northwest mounted police. 

Brett introduced a bill to amend the ordin- 
ance respecting infectious diseases and respect- 
ing the profession of medicine and surgery. 

Magrath introduced a bill to make regulation 
respecting the working of coal mines. 

Bills respecting the veterinary profession, to 
incorporate the Roman Catholic Bishop of Sas- 
katchewan, and to amend the liquor license 
ordinance were read a second time. The bill 
in coin the holding of cemeteries in trust for 
religious bodies was passed through committee. 

Haultain’s bill respecting assessment of rail- 
ways was considered in committee. 

Before the house met Messrs, Aikens, Mun- 
son, Baker and Whyte were heard regarding 
the bill. The bill provides for exemption of 
roadway, but taxes land and buildings. Aikens 
objected to taxation of buildings. Munson ob- 
jected to taxation of land and buildings. Baker 
wanted complete exemption of all railway pro- 
perty. 

McKay moved in committee, that the pro- 
perty of all colonization roads be exempt from 
taxation. 

Davidson, Tweed, Sutherland and Brett sup- 
ported, chiefly on the ground that to tax rail- 
ways was to hinder their construction and 
thereby injure the country. 

Campbell, Mowat, Oliver and Haultain op- 
posed on the ground that the railways. deriving 
their income froth the country and_ benefitting 
by its advancement should bear their fair share 
of the public burdens. That if special cases 
required special consideration they should be 
arranged tor on their individual merits. Mag- 
rath pointed out that the effect of the amendment 
would be to entirely cripple the Lethbridge 
school district. Insinger suggested. an amend- 
ment in favor of the Manitoba Northwestern to 
have effect for ten years. Haultain was disposed 
to agree, Oliver pointed out that the amend- 
meut exempted lands held for speculative pur- 
poses as well as property required for the 
operation of the road, 

Cayley suggested that McKay withdraw his 
motion for the purpose of amending it, which 
was agreed to. 

Haultain moved the adjournment of house. 
No night session.

APPOINTMENTS. 
The Calgary Herald in # recent editorial says: 


“‘The assembly may say there shall be a’ council 
of public instruction ; it may say that the pre- 
sent executive committee of the assembly shall 
consvitute the council under the Mowat bill 3 it 
may provide for a superintendent, for inspect- 
ors, foe examiners and the rest; but the actual 
appointment of these officials is not in the hands 
either of the assembly or the assembly’s execu- 
tive committee. The Mowat bill may pass, but 
the appointments will all be made by the lieuv- 
ent-governor himself, who is not. obliged to 
listen to any adviser in this connection. 
The Herald is under a serious mistake in this 
matter, The right of the Northwest assembly 
to create an office by iegislation is undoubted, 
and its right fill that office by legislative enact- 
ment is as undoubted. But this would be an 
altogether clumsy way of transacting business, 
therefore the system of delegating the power of 
&ppointment is universally adopted. A report 
made by the minister of justice regarding the 
ordinance of last winter which constituted an 
executive committee to advise the lieutenan.- 
governor is taken by some to indicate that the 
minister denies ihe right of the assembly to de- 
legate this power of appointment to anyone— 
that it must be exercised by the assembly as 
representing the people or by the lieutenant- 
governor as represeniirg the crown. While 
some people have taken this meaning out of the 
m‘nister’s repors, it is not yet by any means 
certain that this was what he intended to con- 
vey. On the contrary, the probability is that 
while he wished to point out that the assembly 
or its executive committee would not be allow: 
ee to interfere with the functions of the lieuten- 
wnt-governor aciing as the executive officer or 
commissioner of the Dominion government-— 
which was quite proper—he did not propose 
that the executive officer or commissioner or 
lieutenant-governor should attempt to usurp the 
functions of the assembly inherent tc its exist- 
ence as a legislative body. It is not at all like- 
ly that the minister of justice, who is now pre- 
mier, would wish to see the representative of 
the crown in the Territories at loggerheads with 
the people continually as to who should give 
effect to their ordinances whea they could cer- 
tainly defeat him at every turn, either by legis- 
lating his appointee out of office, legislating the 
ottice out of existence or refusing to vote the 
salary of the official whom he had appointed 
The Herald may make its mind easy on that 
point. Whatever the minister of justice may 
think or whatever the lienienant-governor may 
do, as long as the assembly controls its own 
legislation and its own funds, so long it will 
conirol the appointment of its own officers. 
True the lieutenant-governor may, at present, 
make appointments without taking the advice 
of the executive committee of the house, but it 
is safe to say that the experiment will not be 
continued longer than the next meeting of the 
assembly, and that it will not be repeated after- 
wards. I¢ is paying but a poor compliment to 
the good judgment of the new premier or of the 
lieutenant-governor to suppose for an instant 
thet any such attempt will be made.

NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 


Reotwa, December 30th, 

Cayley from the standing orders committee 
repented } ‘1 
town of Macleod, with counter petition, and in 
committee of the whole spoke in support. of 
vounter petition according to the report of the 
sominittee of yesterday. He 
committee should rise—that is defeat the bill, 

Haultain supported the incorporation and the 
bill passed. 

Brett asked in regard to the lapse of money 
appropriated for public works last year. A 
large amount had been lost on account of not 
having been expended before June 30th. 

Haaltain said the total amount lost to the 
Territories lost year was $19,000, Formerly 
three months had been granted in which to 
close up accounts after June 30th, This year 
only two months had been, If there was any 
fault it was with the members who had not 
been sufficiently prompt in undertaking the 
necessary works. 

Insinger said it was impossible to properly 
allot ands uperintendent the expenditure of the 
money voted between the opening of next 
season and June 80th. 

Cayley explained that the voted of parlia- 
ment only had eflect until June 30th. The 
auditor-general decided what accounts were 
payab!e out of the funds appropriated for _Ser- 
vice up to June ‘tee AP from his decision 
there was no appeal, The only way out of the 
ditticulty was to have the money annually voted 
by parliament placed at the credit of the Ver- 
ritories absolutely as is a provincial subsidy. 
The late executive had made representations to 
Ottawa on the matter. He was glad to know 
that the present executive was taking similar 
action, 

The bill to provide a lien in favor of livery 
and boarding stable keepers was considered in 
committee. A provision permitting a stable 
keeper to follow an animal for debt for 30 days 
after it had been removed from his stable was 
struck out and the bill reported from the com- 
mittee, 

Brett's bill respecting public health was con- 
sidered in committee. It is an amendment of 
the former ordinance on the same subject, hay- 
ing regard to the experience of last summer 
with the small-pox epidemic and toa prospect - 
ive visit of cholera next summer, 

EVENING SESSION, 

Billsrespecting public health; incorporation of 
the town of Whitewood (which prevented grant- 
ing of bonuses to or owning mills, elevators, 
ete.); amending the butter and cheese ordinance 
by providing a penalty for non fulfilment of 
contraet by patrons; to legalize a by-law of In- 
dian Head municipality; to amend certain 
ordinances; respecting noxious weeds; and re- 
specting livery and boarding stable keepers 


were passed through committee and read a 
third time, This closed the legislation of the 
session.

* prepared by John Craig, horticulturalist 
the Dominion Experimental farm at Ottawa, 
and published by the department of agriculture. 
The bulletin deals principally with results of 
experiments with hardy varieties of cherries, 
which have been brought from northern Europe, 
and tested at the farm during the past few 
years. Some of these varieties a pear to be 
very hardy, and they have done weil. at the ex- 
perimental farm and in portions of Quebec, 
where rp clematis with. It is expected that 
some of these varieties of cherries will prove 
adapted to cultivation in the prairie region of 
Manitoba and the Territorries, where the list 
of tree fruits sufficiently hardy to stand the 
c.imate, is somewhat limited. Buds of these 
cherries were distributed last season among 
nurserymen, and a further distribution will be 
made from the experimental farm next season 
‘or propagation. The bulletin gives instractions 
in the various modes of propagating cherries.”
